AN ACT Relating to enforcenent officers enployed by the |iquor
control board; anmendi ng RCW 9A. 36.031; adding a new section to chapter
43. 101 RCW and prescribing penalties.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 43.101 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) (a) Except as provided in (b) of this subsection, all |iquor and
t obacco enforcenent officers hired by the liquor control board on or
after the effective date of this act shall conplete basic |aw

enforcement training that conplies with standards adopted by the
comm ssi on pursuant to RCW43.101.080 no |ater than twelve nonths after
bei ng hired.

(b) The training requirenment in (a) of this subsection does not
apply to a person hired by the liquor control board on or after the
effective date of this act who conpleted, prior to the effective date
of this act, basic law enforcenent training that conplies wth
st andards adopted by the comm ssion pursuant to RCW 43. 101. 080.

(c) Liquor and tobacco enforcenent officers who were hired prior to
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the effective date of this act shall have the option to conplete the
trai ni ng.

(2) The commission shall provide the training required in this
section, together wth facilities, supplies, materials, and room and
board for noncomuting attendees. The liquor control board shall
provide its enforcenent officers with the opportunity to participate in
the training required in this section

Sec. 2. RCWO9A 36.031 and 2005 ¢ 458 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) A personis guilty of assault in the third degree if he or she,
under circunstances not anounting to assault in the first or second
degr ee:

(a) Wth intent to prevent or resist the execution of any |awfu
process or mandate of any court officer or the | awful apprehension or
detention of hinself or another person, assaults another; or

(b) Assaults a person enployed as a transit operator or driver, the
i mredi at e supervisor of a transit operator or driver, a nechanic, or a
security officer, by a public or private transit conmpany or a
contracted transit service provider, while that person is performng
his or her official duties at the tinme of the assault; or

(c) Assaults a school bus driver, the imedi ate supervisor of a
driver, a nechanic, or a security officer, enployed by a school
district transportation service or a private conpany under contract for
transportation services with a school district, while the person is
performng his or her official duties at the tinme of the assault; or

(d) Wth crimnal negligence, causes bodily harmto anot her person
by means of a weapon or other instrument or thing likely to produce
bodily harm or

(e) Assaults a fire fighter or other enployee of a fire departnent,
county fire marshal's office, county fire prevention bureau, or fire
protection district who was performng his or her official duties at
the tine of the assault; or

(f) Wth crimnal negligence, causes bodily harm acconpani ed by
substantial pain that extends for a period sufficient to cause
consi derabl e suffering; or

(g) Assaults a |l aw enforcenent officer or other enployee of a | aw
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enf orcenent agency who was performng his or her official duties at the
time of the assault; or

(h) Assaults a peace officer with a projectile stun gun; or

(1) Assaults a nurse, physician, or health care provider who was
performng his or her nursing or health care duties at the tinme of the
assaul t. For purposes of this subsection: "Nurse" mneans a person
| i censed under chapter 18.79 RCW "physician" nmeans a person |icensed
under chapter 18.57 or 18.71 RCW and "health care provider" nmeans a
person certified wunder chapter 18.71 or 18.73 RCW who perforns
energency nedi cal services or a person regulated under Title 18 RCW and
enpl oyed by, or contracting with, a hospital |icensed under chapter
70.41 RCW__or

(j) Assaults a liquor or tobacco enforcenent officer enployed by
the liquor control board who was performng his or her official duties
at the time of the assault.

(2) Assault in the third degree is a class C fel ony.
